Moaning of Education.*' 
The speak­ 
er was introduced b y Prof. J. A. 
liinke, Superintendent of the Pub lic# 
Schools, as one of the leading educa- 
j 
tors not only of Indiana b ut of the 
country. 
I)r. 
Aley 
emphasized 
the 
true 
meaning of the new idea of education, 
and showed that it wa> needed in 
every line of activity. 
The tnnda- 
j 
mental laws of the United States pro- | 
vided for education, and this idea has I 
.b een carried out in all b ranches of | 
the government, 
lie compared the 
growth of this nation to that of Rus­ 
sia, which has no provisions w hat­ 
ever. for educational progress. 
The 
speaker said that Russia was com­ 
posed of people who were uneducated 
and that if the citizens should b ecome 
educated, the country could not last 
long. 
When that change is made, 
the entire mode of government must 
b e modified. 
During the past twenty-five years, 
the people of the I nit eel State?« have 
spent enormous sums for education, 
and the question arises as to whether 
that money has b een well expended. 
There can b e no doub t b ut that the 
question should he answered in the 
affirmative. 
There is nothing that is 
of such great importance as educa­ 
tion, and this is realized more today 
than 
at 
any 
previous 
time. 
The 
schools 
are 
provided 
with 
b etter 
teachers, and more advance equip­ 
ment than "they were several years 
ago, and as a result the progress lias 
b een very rapid along educational 
lines. 
Indiana, when ‘» compared to 
states which have failed to give the 
proper attention to their educational 
systems, has had a most marvelous 
growth, which is attrib uted largely 
to this fact. 
In the southern states, 
where education is neglected, there 
are individuals who are prominent in 
law, medicine and b usiness activities, 
b ut the citizens, who compose the 
state, are not qualified for the b usi­ 
ness of life. 
Education as defined today does 


not mean what it did 
century ago, when it 
that only such persons 
enter the so-called 1( 
si.ms, the ministry, law a n d medicine, 
-hould strive to gain an education. 
Education in the new light is for » verv 
• 
lone, no m aU c rin what line of activity 
he mal b e engaged. 
Formerly it was 
I thought that tin* farm er had no 
us« * 
| whatever, for education, and all that : 
lie needed was strength. 
Within the | 
past few years llii-« idea has changed, j 
for it is shown that larger crops of; 
b etter quality can b e raised b y scien­ 
tific fanning. 
T his has b een b rought 
ab out b y educating tin* agricultural­ 
ist, who realizes the opportunities af- 
j 
forded b y the soil, when it i> properly 
t ended. 
Dr. Aley strongly criticised the so- 
called finishing school. 
He said that 
it was a relic of b arb arism and b y­ 
gone ages. 
In the new light of edu­ 
cation, there is no finishing. 
Educa­ 
tion is a life process, and the b est re­ 
sults can b e ob tained b y those who 
study their surroundings and are en­ 
ab led to adjust themselves according 
to their environment. 
The graduate 
who receives tin* high school or col­ 
lege diploma, after completing the 
courses as 'arranged, has, b y no 
means finished his education, b ut is 
only b etter equipped to adjust himself 
with his surroundings when he enters 
into

professional 
world.

Southern 
Indiana 
is 
especially 
adapted for the growing of apples, 
said Mr. Woodb ury, and that tin* 
crop this year would b e one of the 
largest for several years. 
Ik* said 
that many of the fruit growers wore 
giving their orchards closer attention 
this year than ever b efore and that 
fact accounted largely for the b ig 
crop. 
W hen asked if the large sup­ 
ply would make a lower price lie said 
that he did not think it would as there 
was a heavy demand for good fruit 
and that a ready market could b e 
found. 
In regard to the local conditions, 
Mr. Woodb ury stated that Seymour 
should he a fruit market center, as

Mr. Woodb ury is well satisfied with 
the progress that is b eing made with 
the orchard near this city, and b e­ 
lieves tliat it will serve as an excel­ 
lent illustration to show what can b e 
done b y careful attention.

In three 
day s 
he tramped eighty miles over 
sands so hot that he could scarcely 
walk on them, though shod with heavy 
shoes. During those never-ending day s 
he had no food and but one drink of 
water. 
When he staggered up to Cub Lee’s 
Furnace Creek ranch, more dead than 
alive, his tongue was swollen to such 
a size that his mouth could no longer 
contain it. 
His lips and ey elids were 
crack ed open; his clothing was in tat 
ters, and his shoes were coated with a 
heavy encrustation of borax and other 
alk alines, which had eaten great holes 
in the leather.

been very successful at it.

It was signed by Presi­ 
dent Taft on May 19, the day fo llo wing 
a co nfessio n Sp itzer made to Sp ecial 
Pro secu to r Stimso n. 
The p ardo n was

detail the weighing frau ds and gav e 
ev idence co nnecting Gerbfacht, the 
general su p erintendent, and Denderna- 
gel, the cashier, who are amo ng the 
p resent defendants. 
He did no t co m­ 
p licate Heike, with who m, he said, he 
had o nly a slight acq u aintance, Heike 
being in the Wall street office all the 
time. It did no t ap p ear as if the go v ­ 
ernment was desiro u s of drawing Sp it­ 
zer o u t mu ch, and after he finished tes­ 
tify ing he was hu stled u p to the grand 
ju ry ro o m, where he remained two 
ho u rs. 
Then he was allo wed to go to 
his ho me in Flatbu sh.

To-day they are of in 
teiest because of their extremely pic 
turesque costumes and because, like 
the Burgundians of France, all of the 
women are born nurses. 
The 
very sign of plutocratic 
su­ 
premacy in a Berlin family is the en­ 
gagement of a “Spreewalderin” as a 
nurse. 
It is a sign, too, that the fam­ 
ily inhabits no exiguous roams, for 
the Spreewalderin requires much space 
for her petticoats. 
For the status of 
a Spreewald woman in her own village 
(different villages have different cos- 
tumes) is known by the number of th? 
wide, stiff petticoats which she pos­ 
sesses. 
At the bottom they stand >ut 
like crinolines, being starched as stiff 
as a board. 
All the costumes are made by spe­ 
cialists in the villages, but the petti- 
coats cost less than the queer square- 
topped caps. 
These caps, 
often of 
finest hand embroidery, have to be re­ 
adjusted almost every time they are 
put on, the groundwork being buckram 
stiffened and shaped on a special form. 
T here are special “cap women” in the 
villages, who are experts in shaping 
the caps, and for whose services there 
is a great demand on Saturday nights. 
The material for the petticoats and 
also the cap embroidery is nearly al­ 
ways made by the young Spreewald 
girls themselves. 
They always Belong 
to village spinning circles, where the 
flax is spun and prepared, and it is by 
oral tradition in these circles that th-? 
W ends retain their ancient usages. 
In general, the truest tradition and 
the most accurate costumes are to be 
found in little Island villages (usually 
not more than two or three 
block 
houses) on the side streams. 
The cen­ 
tral point for visitors, Burg, though iI 
displays most splendor of costu.me, is 
more or less a fake, for the race and 
the tradition of the Wends of Burg 
have been adulterated by admixture 
with the soldiers whom Frederic Will­ 
iam IV. settled in the district to help 
“Germanize” the people. 
Although the Wends 
were long a 
heathen folk, and although the cus­ 
toms connected with sun worship a"e 
still traceable, the Wendish 
women 
to-day are the most devout of church­ 
goers. 
Not even a cap may be adjust­ 
ed or “smoking flax quenched” during 
morning service on Sunday, and th? 
old women declare that if a man be 
caught at work in the field on Sunday 
Pschipolnitza will come with her sickle 
and strike him dead.

This is an unusually high average, and 
it demonstrates beyond the shadow of 
a doubt that the farmers In this part 
of the Dominion still know how to 
grow first class wheat. 
The crop of 
1908 was considered good enough, and 
its average of contract wheat was only 
70 per cent. 
Good weather through­ 
out the season was an important fac­ 
tor, of course, in 
insuring 
the high 
quality of the grain, and it is not 
likely that atmospheric influences of 
so favorable a character will be en­ 
countered for a long time to come. The 
best that can be expected is that a fair 
average for a term of years will be 
maintained.

sells from 12 cents to $5.50 per pound, 
according to its origin, the Havana 
and Sumatra brands used for wrap­ 
pers in the manufacture of cigars be­ 
ing especially expensive. 
Domestic to­ 
bacco is utilized principally for fillers, 
but is not called for by connoisseurs. 
The use of cigarettes is general, each 
class indulging in its favorite brand 
with equal satisfaction, whether the 
tobacco is incased in the most expen­ 
sive perfumed rice paper or rolled 
roughly in brown paper, a method em­ 
ployed by the poor. 
In a recent speech at Moscow the 
Minister of Finance compared Russia’s 
budget with the huge deficits of other 
leading countries in Europe, remark­ 
ing that the increased tax on the wrap­ 
pers for cigarettes had guaranteed the 
government against any lack of funds 
to meet the necessary expenses.
